Policy To Be Changed 


The School committee Tues- 
day night took the first step 
toward an earlier cutoff date 
for youngsters entering 
kindergarten and first grade. 

The policy change, which will 
come up for a final vote at the 
committee’s July 5 meeting, 
provides that children entering 
kindergarten must be five years 
old on or before September 1 
and first graders must be six on 
or before September 1, or have 
successfully completed 
kindergarten. 

The present cutoff date is 
January 1 four months later. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert, who 
favors the earlier cutoff, said 
the change would not go into 
effect this school year, but 
rather in September of 1978. He 
said preliminary screening has 
already been done for this 
year’s classes and felt the com- 
munity could also use a year to 
adjust to the change. 

What will go into effect this 
September, however, are 
shorter days for first graders 
for the first two weeks of 
school. 

Seifert said this phase-in 
period would help youngsters 
adapt from a_ two-and-a-half 
hour kindergarten day to a six- 
hour first grade one. 

He said nothing magical 
happens over the summer in 
terms of growth and develop- 
ment to enable the youngsters 
to be handle six hours of sitting 
at a desk. Some, he said, 
physically can’t take it. 

He said the first graders will 
Stay one period past lunch, with

Boat Safety Emphasized 


Before weighing anchor this 
summer, Bay State boating 
enthusiasts are advised to make 
“safety’’ part of the crew. 


“Too many accidents afloat 
happen because simple safety 
precautions are disregarded,” 
says the Insurance Information 
Institute. ‘‘All too often, needless 
death, injury and property 
damage result.’’ 


The Institute cited U.S. Coast 
Guard statistics as a reminder of 
what can go wrong once your out 
on the water. 

In Massachusetts alone there 
were 91 boating accidents in 1976 
resulting in 22 deaths, 24 injuries 
and $88,100 in property damage.

Across the nation last year, 8,- 
954 recreational vessels were in- 
volved in accidents resulting in 
1,264 deaths. Capsizing was the 
leading cause of fatalities510, 
followed by falls overboard267. 
Collisions with another vessel the 
commonest type of accident- 
resulted in 66 deaths. 

A boating safety check could 
help reduce the chance of 
tragedy on the water this year. 
The Institute urges boaters to be 
sure that their vessel’s fuel, elec- 
trical and steering systems are in 
top working order by following 
these basic suggestions: 

Check exhaust and intake pipes 
for blockages, and clean them 
thoroughly. 

Be sure all fuel and electrical 
connections are tight. 

Check lines and steering cables 
for wear and fraying. 

Clean and lubricate all working 
parts, and check their housing 
and supports. 

It might also be a good idea to 
take advantage of expert safety 
inspection, the Institute 
suggests. The Coast Guard Aux- 
iliary, a voluntary, nonmilitary 
organization created by Congress 
to promote safety in recreational 
boating, will provide a thorough

safety check of your boat’s equip- 
ment and general condition. 

Before you finally launch the 
boat, make sure there are oars, 
plenty of life preservers and a 
fire extinguisher on boardjust in 
case. It makes good sense to 
check the weather forecast in ad- 
vance to avoid potential trouble. 
And, don’t forget to let someone 
know when you are going out and 
when you expect to return. 

Of course, there may be no 
need for boating safety 
precautions if your boat is stolen 
before you ever get it in the 
water. The Institute urges boat 
owners to reduce the chance of 
theft by storing boating equip- 
ment in the house or garage and 
removing the wheels from the ~ 
boat trailer when the vessel is 
not in use. 

It is a good idea to make a list 
of all the equipment you have in 
the boat, including serial 
numbers of the items. Etch your 
driver’s license or boat number 
on as many items as possible for 
positive identification. 

As a final line of defense, check 
with your insurance represen- 
tative to make sure the insurance 
coverage on your boat is ade- 
quate for your needs.

A Night Filled With 
Good Memories

Time was when my principal occupation was 
presiding at a soda fountain in my father’s drug store in 
North Andover. 

I was in high school at the time and one of my regular 
customers was a man who is legend in Andover — 
Eugene V. ‘Pop’ Lovely. 

‘Pop’ would drop in early on a summer’s evening, 
order a coffee frappe, get a couple of nickel cigars, then 
join in discussion of the sports scene, current and past 
with other regulars who gathered there nightly. 

Thus, Friday night’s Hall of Fame dinner, at what is 
now designated the Donald D. Dunn Gymnasium, 
produced memories in abundance, not just for me, but 
I’m sure for the close to 300 in attendance. 

The late ‘Pop’ Lovely established a reputation and 
record at Punchard which evokes immediate response 
even today when his name is mentioned, or Andover 
athletics becomes the topic of conversation. 

He was among those inducted during the establish- 
ment of the Andover Hall of Fame Friday night. 

There was almost shock among those present as his 
son, Charles Lovely, retiring principal of Marblehead 
High school, accepted the honors. A visual replica of his 
father, Charles expressed the pleasure ‘Pop’ would 
have had being enshrined with Andover’s sports greats. 

It was retiring Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton who com- 
mented publicly what everyone agreed was the striking 
similarity between father and son. Hilton presented the 
plaque given to Hall of Famer Harold ‘Sol’ Walker. 

But the Lovely reminiscense was but one of many per- 
sonal memories stirred Friday night. 

By the late 40’s, I was at Johnson High school and the 
traditional Thanksgiving Day rivalry found alma mater 
in gridiron combat with Punchard in those days, and a 
guy named ‘‘Fish’’ Dwyer was tearing up the turf for 
the Andover team. 

‘Fish’ was there Friday night to accept his plaque, 
emblematic of being entered in the Hall. Educational 
progression had moved me from the ‘editorial rooms’ of 
the Bradstreet Blazer to the Johnson Journal back in 
the 40’s and I’m afraid I recorded the fetes of Charles 
Dwyer with each edition and each changing season, as 
he excelled in each of the clashes and was dutifully 
recorded among the arch-rivals. 

Sid Watson, another Hall of Famer, checked off 
another point career-wise. I had remembered Sid as be- 
ing a somewhat diminutive player at Punchard running 


in for perfect point afters. 

But, as a member of the sports staff of the old Boston 
Post, I came upon Sid again, this time running 
roughshod over the University of Rhode Island for 
Northeastern University where he went on to become 
Little All American and obtained the nickname ‘‘Cen- 
tury Sid.”’ 

The late Ken McKiniry brought many a Punchard 
basketball team to the Boston Garden as Tech Tourney 
participants and often brought them home state 
champs. But, I remember covering a game for the 
Eagle-Tribune in the mid-50’s when Methuen was a hoop 
power and the final score was the 20’s. McKiniry had 
devised a 40-minute ‘“‘freeze’’ to keep the ball away 
from Methuen and it almost worked. 


Arriving at the Townsman in 1968, one of my initial ef- 


. forts was to talk to Boston College head football coach 


Joe Yukica and ask him about a young many from An- 
dover by the name of Dave Bennett, after the latter had 
set records and was on his way to more as a running 
back for the Eagles. 

These are but a few of the personal memories stirred, 
and for the inductees from another era, there were suf- 
ficient members of the audience to recall why they in- 
deed, belonged in Andover’s Hall of Fame. 

For instance, nearby they were talking about the 
great Russell Blunt who had come from North Carolina 
to be inducted in the Hall. 

They were talking about how Russ could belt a ball a 
mile at the old playstead back in ’26, but what they 
remembered most was his own personal, hand-made 
catcher’s mitt, composed of a first baseman’s glove 
stuffed with feathers. Invariably a high hard one would 
pry a feather loose during a game and Russ would grab 
it in flight to the delight of the crowd. 


I'd guess that this Hall of Fame is something new to 
public schools, and it was a fine effort, because if it 
stirred memories for me, what must it have done for 
the gang that followed people like Ev Collins, ‘Sol’ 
Walker, Gordon Coutts, Frances Collins, Howard 
Walker, ‘Mal’ Lynch, or who knew gentlemen 
sportsmen like Bob Cargill and Joe Dorsey during their 
days at Andover High. 

Nostalgic — a bit and worth every minute, because it 
renewed good memories, honored accomplishment and 
was just a fine Andover event. 
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Russell Blunt, class of ’26, smiles at mention of his 
accomplishments.

“ Editorial Comment 


An Error In 
Judgment 


Philip J. Salamone may be very well qualified for the 
position of selectman and serve the town well during his 
appointive term. 

But, we feel, the four selectmen, whose job it was to 
elect a person to fill the vacancy on the board, used less 
than best judgment in passing over experienced public 
servants who were available and desirous of filling the 
post only until the next annual election. 

By their selection of Salamone, the selectmen have 
provided the appointee with the benefit of incumbency, 
should he decide to run for a full term on the board, and 
we would anticipate that Mr. Salamone will be a can- 
didate next March. 

The board, in its action, bypassed the availability of a 
man who has had experience not only as a selectman, 
but in other municipal service as well as having residen- 
cy in Andover and familiarity with the town as a whole 


for a number of years. . 

Decisions made by the electorate this year, and a 
decision by an incumbent selectman, left the board with 
two new members, and two with a single year’s ex- 
perience, even granting the fact that one has 
background in municipal administration. 

. We would hope that the action of the board is not in- 
dicative of the dangerous belief that the decision of the 
electorate last March was a mandate which provided a 
free hand to the selectmen in their decision making 
process. 

Finally, we commend all those, including Selectman 
Salamone, who applied for the vacancy, for their dis- 
play of willingness to be of public service. We trust that 
their interest will manifest itself next March when they 
will be able to again display their willingness to the 
electorate. 


An Equitable 
Settlement 


The school department and police department have 
worked out with the young people involved and their 
parents, what we believe to be an equitable settling of 
the damage caused to the high school this spring. 

Over $5,000 worth of glass was broken by some young 
people during an evening escapade in May. 

Through investigation, those responsible have come 
forward and admitted the wrongdoing. 

Negotiation between those responsible, the school and 
police departments has resulted in an agreement to 
have a portion of the damage paid for, with the young 
people providing the remainder in labor. 

While there are those who would prefer to have the 
guilty parties brought to court, we view the agreement 
as being more worthwhile and meaningful. 

The persons responsible were at least willing to admit 
to the damage. Their admission was with full 


knowledge of what a court proceeding and record could 
bring. 
Rather than face such action, they were agreeable to 


provide funds and labor to right the results of their 
errant actions. 


The courts, whether it be due to caseload, new laws, 
or whatever, tend to be more than lenient in cases of 
this type, particularly to first offenders. 

Simple fines and probation, which would probably 
result, hardly covers the cost of window replacement 
and cleanup activity which followed the window 
Smashing escapade. 


Financing the cost of the repairing the damage 
through funds and labor should be sufficient lesson to 
those responsible as well as to those who might have 
Similar ideas. 


The New England economy 
continued to advance during 
April. Employment in the 
region’s factories increased and 
the average workweek of factory 
production workers edged up. 
Manufacturing output expanded. 
Unemployment declined for the 
seventh consecutive month. One 
negative element was the 
decrease in retail sales in March, 
On balance, however, the 
region’s economic recovery 
appears to be well established 
and wide based. Data supporting 
this conclusion are released in 
the June issue of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston’s New 
England Economic Indicators. 

New England nonagricultural 
payroll employment in April 
totaled 4,861,500, seasonally ad- 
justed, representing a gain of 2,- 
200 jobs over the March total and 
a substantial increase of 115,800 
jobs over the April 1976 level. 
Manufacturing work forces ex- 
panded by 4,700 jobs in the month 
and 30,200 jobs over the year. 
Most of the factory employment 
increase in April was in durable 
g00ds-producing plants. Non- 
manufacturing industries as a 
group failed to expand employ- 
ment as much as usual for the 
time of the year and thus, on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, show- 
ed a very slight decline. 
However, these industries. have 


Shared strongly in the region’s 


economic recovery and have add- 
ed 85,600 jobs over the year. 

Unemployyyment in New 
England continued to decline 
during April. The region’s 
seasonally adjusted unemploy- 
ment rate fell to 6.8 percent in 
April from 7.1 percent in March 
and 9.3 percent in April 1976, ac- 
cording to estimates based on 
data supplied by state employ- 
ment security agencies. The 
reduction in employment rates 
was widespread, shared by all 
States and most major areas in 
the region. Nationally, the un- 
employment rate declined to 7.0 
percent in April from 7.3 percent 
a month earlier and 7.5 percent a 
year earlier, 

New England manufacturers 
Stepped up output during April 
with production reaching 112.8 
percent of the 1967 base period 
average, according to a 
preliminary estimate of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston’s New England manufac- 
turing production index. In 
March, the average 111.8 percent 
and in April 1976 the index stood 
at 107.0 percent of the base 
period average. For the second 
consecutive month the gains 
appeared to be strougest in the 
nondurable goods sector of the 
economy. However when com- 
pared with a year ago, increases

have been larger in the durable 
goods industries. Production in- 
creases recorded in April were 
widely distributed among the 
region’s major industries. 

The average workweek of New 
England factory production 
workers edged up tp 40.4 hours in 
April from 40.3 hours and 39.7 
hours in April 1976. Longer hours 
worked at plants in 
Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire more than offset a 
Shortening of hours worked in 
other parts of the region. While 
reductions in overtime hours 
were noted in some of the 
region’s hard-goods producing 
areas, these areas continued to 
report average workweeks con- 
Siderably larger than the 
regional and national averages. 

Construction activity in New 
England, as measured by the 
value of construction contracts 
awarded, received further 
Stimulus in April. Contracts for 
new residential projects in- 
creased by 35 percent over the 
month and 19 percent over the 
year. Nonresidential construc- 
tion contracts were up 168 per- 
cent over the month and 124 per- 
cent over the year, mainly reflec- 
ting a large contract for a new 
health care facility to be located 
in the Boston area. Nonbuilding 
contracts were nearly 11 percent 
higher in April than in March.

The Boston consumer price in- 
dex for April rose to 182.1 percent 
of the base period average from 
the revised January index of 
179.4 percent and the April 1976 
index of 172.5 percent. Con- 
tributing to the January to April 
rise were the higher prices for 
foods, rent, fuel, oil, private 
transportation including 
automobile insurance premiums, 
and medical care. 


In the financial area, commer- 
cial and industrial loans at a 
Sample of large commercial 
banks in the region declined 
Slightly in April and were only 
fractionally higher than in April 
1976, despite expanding business 
activity. Demand and time 
deposits edged up during April. 


Personal income Payyments to 
New England residents rose 
again in March, the latest month 
for which regional and state data 
are available, bringing the gain 
Over the year to 9.3 percent. 


Retail sales at New England 
Stores declined in March on a 
Seasonally adjusted basis, but 
Were 9.2 percent over the March 
1976 level. Sellers of both durable 
g00ds and nondurable goods ex- 
perienced the March, decrease.

| Carter’s Energy Problems 
Nearing a Party Blow-up? 


WASHINGTON -- President 
Carter not only is in trouble 
with Congress over his energy 
program, he also has infuriated 
the governors of the oil states. 
The governors of Oklahoma 
and Texas, for example, have 
complained privately that 
Carter has double-crossed 
them. 

It is a backstage story worth 
telling and it began in Dallas, 
Tex., at the Cotton Bowl. 
Governors David Boren of 
Oklahoma and Dolph Briscoe 
of Texas appeared at the Cot- 
ton Bowl last year to watch a 
football game. They were 
joined by Robert Strauss, who 
was then the National Demo- 
cratic Chairman. 

Between plays, they talked 
about energy. This led to a 
quiet agreement. The gover- 
nors decided to draft a letter 
for candidate Carter to sign, 
which committed Carter to 
deregulate natural gas prices. 

The letter was forwarded to 
Atlanta, where it was quickly 
approved by Stuart Eizenstat 
of the Carter staff. On October 
19 the letter was sent back to 
Boren and Briscoe, with 
Carter’s signature. Promised 
the president-to-be: “I will 
work with the Congress .. to 
deregulate new natural gas.”

War in Korea?: We've been 
talking to our top strategists 
about the danger of another 
war in Korea. It’s a question 
that has already led to the fir- 
ing of one general. The Ameri- 
can commander in Korea, Gen. 
John Singlaub, warned that 
President Carter’s plan to with- 
draw U.S. forces would invite a 
North Korean attack. The 
president punished Singlaub by 
ordering him home from 
Korea. 

But could the general be 
right? Will the withdrawal of 
the 32,000 American troops 
precipitate another Korean 
war? We've sought the opinion 
of our best experts. Of course, 
they don’t want to be identified 
and to risk the same treatment 
Singlaub received. But in the 
strictest of privacy, here’s what 
they told us. i 

They emphasized that the 
North Korea strongman, Kim 
Il Sung, is unpredictable. No 
one can be sure what he’ll do, 
but his immediate goal is to get 
the United States out of Korea. 
In fact, he wants all the super- 
powers to leave Korea alone. 
He fears they will impose a set- 
tlement on Korea. 

Kim is capable of reckless 
action and could start a war, 
without regard for the interna- 
tional consequences. He rules 
one of the world’s most closed . 
countries. The North Koreans 
are ignorant of international 
politics. Their understanding of 
world dynamics is extremely 
crude. Therefore, they might 
not comprehend the ramifica- 
tions of an invasion of South 
Korea.

C-ration Shortage: The 
Army is short of C-rations.

It all started last year when a 
small Southern firm, called 
Dry Mix Corporation, won the 
contract to produce the Army’s 
C-rations. But apparently the 
company bit off more than it 
could chew. ‘ 

First, the Army couldn't 
locate enough meat. But after 
much scrounging, a hundred 
boxcars of meat arrived at the 
Mobile, Ala., railroad yards. 
Then the company couldn't 
muster enough men to unload 
the cars. 

The Army contract calls for 
the Dry Mix company to pro- 
duce 18,000 boxes of C-rations 
per day. But the best the com- 
pany can deliver is half that 
amount. The Army won't say, 
meanwhile, how low their C- 
ration stockpiles have fallen. 

But it looks as if the troops in 
the field might get a 
gastronomic holiday.

Committeeman Joseph Finn, 
who first brought up the idea of 
an earlier cutoff date a few 
weeks ago, said the policy 
presented by Seifert Tuesday 
nigit was just what he was 
shouting for. 

At the earlier session, a group 
of kindergarten teachers had 
spoken up largely in favor of a 
September cutoff, feeling that 
youngsters born from 
September to December were 
substantially behind in social 
and intellectual development. 

Committeeman Casimir 
Koiaski, who was later joined 
by Elaine Viehmann in a 
preliminary vote against the 
change, however, contended 
that the kindergarten teachers 
didn’t consider that different 
children develope at different 
rates. 

Presently, he admitted, some 
are entering kindergarten 
before they are intellectually 
and socially ready, but he added 
that changing the cutoff date 
would be an “arbitrary way of 
dealing with a very com- 
plicated set of circumstances.”’ 

Some will do better, he said, 
and some may do worse. For in- 
stance, he said, youngsters who 
would turn five between 
September 2 and January 1 
might do quite nicely in 
kindergarten. 

“There seems to be a pattern 


in who gets the short end of the 
Stick,’’ he went on. Since boys 
develop more slowly anyway, 
he said, the policy change 
would be penalizing more girls. 

If there is a question about a 
September to December 
youngster, he suggested the 
decision could be made on the 
basis of some kind of testing. It 
could be treated more like a 
promotion problem, he said. If 
the youngster was ready, he 
could go ahead. If not, he was 
held back. 

Seifert said he didn’t unders- 
tand Kolaski’s idea of a 
“penalty.’’ 

“Is it a penalty to spend time 
in a wholesome home?” he ask- 
ed. 

Finn’s objection to Kolaski’s 
more flexible alternative was 
that it would automatically at- 
tach a stigma to those who fail- 
ed whatever testing criteria 
was used. Then, he said, there 
would be great parental 
pressure to push the kid ahead 
whether he was ready or not. 

“I feel we should save the 
kid,’’ he said, “I feel there are 
greater consequences to those 
kids who are pushed ahead than 
those held back.”’ 

Seifert said he agreed in es- 
sence with Kolaski, but until 
the public school structure 
changes so that all levels of 
development could be accom- 
modated appropriately, said he 
believed in the September 1 
date those youngsters who are 
socially a little older, he said, 
can better accept the trauma of 
an organized school structure . 
The delay for the others will 
allow them time to mature. 

Mrs. Viehmann said she was 
disturbed by the motion 
because she was hoping the 
system would move for more 
flexibility, not just change a

there should be different levels 
of school available for different 
levels of maturity, rather than 
just saying that at a certain 
date, ‘‘you come.”’ 


Finn said he felt they were 
addressing children at different 
levels of maturity now, 
"without having to siphon off an 
inordinate amount of teacher 
time to the kids on the low end 
of the scale.”’ 


Ahouse felt that a youngster 
approaching age five was in 
“such a steep part of the 
maturation curve,’ that three 
or four months could buy a 
great deal of development.”’
